QUR TRIP TO FLORIDA AND THE 
BAHAMAS

Please read 2 Thess. 2:4-14., 


As you know, the Assembly decided 
that the General Overseer should go 
with Brother Childers and family to 
the Bahamas. We left Cleveland on 
Nov. 12 and arrived in Miami, Fla. the 
evening of the 13th. Brother W. W. 
Harmon, pastor of Miami church, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Harrell were at the train. 
On the 14th we talked to the church at 
Coconut Grove at eleven o’clock. The 
Lord blessed and we could feel the 
good fellowship and love. Brother Hal- 
lie Chesser is pastor at this place. He 
is doing a good work there for the 
Church. 

On the 15th of November we board- 
ed the ship for Nassau, with Brother 
Childers, his good wife and little boy. 
We had a pleasant voyage. The little 
boy was the least bit seasick. The rest 
of us stood the trip without being sick. 
When we arrived at Nassau the next 
morning at ten o’clock Brother Eneas, 
Brother and Sister Pinder, and quite 
a few of the good saints of Nassau 
were there to meet us. They gave us 
a hearty welcome and took us to the 
reservation that Brother Eneas had 
made for us. The saints met and de 
cided to rent and furnish a house for 
Brother and Sister Childers, which 
they did. They scrubbed the floors and 
the walls and cleaned the yard. The 
place looked so neat and clean one al- 
most hated to walk in and soil the 
floor with dust. A more devoted bunch 
of Christians I never met than those 
at Nassau. It seemed that they did 
everything in their power to make 
Sister Childers comfortable. 

Brother Eneas had arranged for 
five reception services at the five 
churches in Nassau. The first five 
nights were given to these receptions. 
God wonderfully blessed in these meet- 
ings. The power and presence of the 
Holy Ghost was there. Shouting, rejoic 
ing, and praising the Lord was the 
order of the evening. 

On Sunday morning, the sixth day 
after our arrival, we had the privilege 
of speaking in the main church at 
Nassau. God wonderfully blessed in 
this service. On Sunday evening the 
Lord blessed and the power was felt 
in an unusual way. On Monday eve- 
ning we made our last talk in Nassau. 
After talking about forty minutes the 
power fell and those precious saints of 
God rejoiced and praised the Lord un- 
til it was impossible to preach any 
more. Some of them lay under the 
power of God until after the service 
was dismissed. We received a message 
and interpretation that if we would 
be true to God and not lower the 
standard He would pour out His bless- 
ings in a greater way than ever before. 
We received many encouraging mes- 
sages from the Lord, and I believe the 
work at that place will move on with 
greater zeal than ever. 

The two Captain Roberts from Green 
Turtle Cay visited the service, with 
their boat crews. Some of their crews 
are members of the church at their 
home town. You could feel God’s love 
and power as you greeted these pre- 
cious men of God who are sailors. 
They gave Brother Childers an invita- 
tion to visit their church. One pre 
cious brother, after hearing that we 
had arrived, started to visit Nassau. 
The sea was so rough he had to turn 
back but after the night had passed 
he started again in his little sailboat 
and made it thru to Nassau. He ar- 
rived about five hours before we sail- 
ed. God blessed him and he rejoiced 
in the Lord. He said he just wanted 
to see the General Overseer one more 
time. I believe these are the most loyal 
people I ever met. There is nothing 
that they can, do for your comfort 
that they will not do. 

We didn’t have the privilege of visit- 
ing the outer islands because there 
were no ships going that would re- 
turn in less than two weeks and we 
felt that we could hardly spare that 
much time from the office as this is 
a very busy season. We earnestly re 
quest the prayers of all the saints 
everywhere for Brother and _ Sister 
Childers and those precious people on 
the islands, that God will make this 
the best year in all the history of the 





Church in the Bahama groups. While 
there we tried to look into the needs 
of the Church. Much could be done for 
these precious people that we are not 
doing. There is a class of people on 
the islands that are very poor. If our 
people would send in good secondhand 
clothes that they do not need that 
could be shipped to the islands they 
could be used to a great advantage in 
bringing these precious souls who not 
only need clothing but need spiritual 
life. This would be one way of getting 
them into the fold of God. Now I mean 
good secondhand clothing, not worn 
and tattered garments that are of no 
value. This is a tropical climate and 
they don’t need heavy clothing such 
as it takes in cold weather in this 
country. They dress in the winter 
about like our people do in the sum- 
mer. This is the cleanest place and 
the cleanest people in their person of 
any place I have ever visited in my 
life. 

We sailed from Nassau on the 24th 
and arrived in Miami at eleven o’clock 
on the 25th. We had a very pleasant 
trip, didn’t get a bit seasick. We surely 
could feel the prayers of those pre- 
cious people. A large crowd of saints 
stood on the dock and waved good-bye 
and I could hear them praising and 
blessing God. This is a scene that I 
will not forget soon. 

On Thanksgiving Day we had the 
privilege of being at Coconut Grove. 
The two churches in that locality and 
also the Pentecostal church met.for 
Thanksgiving service. The Pentecostal 
pastor gave a good message. I am sure 
this was enjoyed by all. I had the priv- 
ilege of following him, and gave a 
short talk on the history of Thanks- 
giving and the blessings handed down 
to us by our Puritan fathers. 

I also had the privilege of visiting 
the preachers’ meeting at Ft. Lauder- 
dale. There we met Brother Williams, 
Brother Ellis and many of the good 
ministers of that district. Brother Ellis 
talked at eleven o’clock. I followed 
him with a short talk, after which 
dinner was served on the grounds. In 
the afternoon Brother Whittington 
gave a good talk to the ministers. 
Brother Williams, state overseer of 
Florida, followed him with a good mes- 
sage on “The Vision from God.” This 
was a high day in Zion with the saints 
in Florida at that place. I am sure it 
was enjoyed by all. 

Brother Harmon and I paid a visit 
to Key West. This is a beautiful place. 
It is incorporated in the state of 
Florida and is a place where you may 
take a boat for Cuba and other foreign 
shores. We enjoyed the visit to Key 
West. Brother Coleman is pastor of 
the American work there. We had the 
privilege of speaking in the church 
twice, and truly enjoyed the presence 
of the Lord. On Sunday afternoon we 
were invited to the Spanish mission. 
Brother Lasso has charge of this mis- 
sion. They gave us a Spanish service. 
All the songs, prayers, testimonies 
and preaching were in Spanish. My, 
how those precious little children can 
sing songs of Zion in their own lan- 
guage. It did our hearts good to hear 
them. This is a needy field. The cigar 
and sponge industries furnished these 
people occupation and since the labor 
panic these industries have been prac- 
tically moved to Tampa, Fla. leaving 
a large number of these people with- 
out work. Oh, how they need our help. 
If good secondhand clothing could be 
sent to this office and mailed to Broth- 
er Lasso or Brother Coleman, it would 
greatly increase our interest and work 
at Key West. 

From Key West we took a train for 
Cleveland. Brother and Sister Harrell 
met us at Miami with part of our lug- 
gage left at Miami. We left Miami at 
ten o’clock in the evening and had a 
very pleasant trip to Cleveland. 

My heart goes out for these precious 
people and I have pleasant memories 
of my visit. We ask all to pray that 
God will especially bless these people.

HEART’S 


DISEASE 





“For man looketh on the outward appearance, but 
the Lord looketh on the heart.” 


1 Sam. 16:7.

Hosea 10:2, “Their heart is divided, 
now shall they be found faulty.” These 
are the words of the prophet as he 
was speaking of Israel, after they had 
divided their affections and allegiance 
between God and Baal and had become 
good for nothing. We will do well to 
learn that God made one heart in man 
and any attempt to have two or divide 
the one has in every case proven in- 
jurious to life and in the end brought 
disaster. A church divided in doctrine 
or in factions will breed contention 
and heresy, resulting in disloyalty and 
disruption, making it weak, faithless, 
and worthless. A Christian aiming at 
any other object than his Lord’s glory 
is nothing short of an idolater, for 
Paul said, “Whether ye eat or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do ALL to the 
GLORY OF GOD.” If the Christian re- 
fuses to heed this admonition, he 
manifests a FAULTY character. While 
professing Christianity he is practic- 
ing hypocrisy, pretending to stand for 
Christ and walking after the flesh, 
whimpering about unity, a party to 
division. THEIR HEART IS DIVID- 
ED; NOW SHALL THEY BE FOUND 
FAULTY. The minister who preaches 
the Gospel of the Kingdom for any 
other purpose than that of bringing in 
the Kingdom has wrested the Scrip- 
ture from its proper setting instead of 
using it as God’s ordained instrument 
for man’s salvation. He seeks the 
market where his sermons will bring 
in the most money (“Easy now,” you 
say), and if there he fails to market 
his sermons at a fair price, he abuses 
the people and gives them to under- 
stand that they are unworthy of such 
preaching and he has a call to anoth- 
er market. HIS HEART BBDING DI- 
VIDED HE IS FOUND FAULTY. His 
aim will not bear inspection and his 
purpose is unworthy of that of a min- 
ister of the Gospel. The Gospel like 
the one it represents, was and is a 
free gift from God. 


DISEASE MANIFEST 


The disease of divided heart is to 
be seen in men’s idea of man’s pres- 
ent state. They confess that they are 
sinners, conscious every moment of 
their guilt, yet have an IDEA that, for 
the present, membership in a church 
lodge, the Red Cross, American Legion, 
member of an anti-Catholic organiza- 
tion, or to wear the Knights of Colum- 
bus badge is sufficient. If you will, 
take time to read Titus 2:12, “Teach- 
ing us that * * * we should live sober- 
ly, righteously, and godly, in this 
PRESENT world.” But BEING DIVID- 
ED IN THEIR HEART, THEY ARE 
FOUND FAULTY in their idea of what 
man’s present state should be. 

Again I see this disease manifest in 
the GROUND OF THEIR TRUST. 
Professing faith in Christ, they rely 
on and trust in human feelings. They 
claim Jesus as their Savior yet say, 
“I TRUST that some day I will be 
saved, I am looking for something to 
happen out of the ordinary, then I 
will be O. K.” They TRUST in a day, 
or in something; they are looking for- 
ward to some event and they are trust- 
ing, ever trusting to what they call 
good luck. Some trust in their ignor- 
ance, trying to justify themselves on 
the ground of “I am ignorant.” Some 
trust in anything and follow any one 
except the right one. Some trust in 
their good DO. Approaching an old 
gentleman, the evangelist said, “Sir 
are you saved?” He answered, “I 
think so.” “Have you been born 
again?” For an answer the old gen- 
tleman pointed to several badges, but- 
tons, etc. on the lapels of his coat. It 
seems that he felt because his country 
and his lodge had pinned an iron or 
brass badge on the lapel of his coat 
he was safe, his TRUST being in what 
man could put on the outside. THEIR 
HEART BEING DIVIDED, NOW 
SHALL THEY BE FOUND FAULTY. 
Look! See this dreadful disease as it 
breaks out in the AIM of their life— 
God and mammon; Heaven and the 
world; the church and the theatre; 
the Sunday School and the dance hall; 
walk with Christ and trot after the 
devil; Christ’s pardon and the world’s 
applause; Heaven’s approval and sin’s 
pleasures; the Spirit’s comfort and 


care, iniquity’s glitter and glare; the 





Church’s friendship and society’s fol- 
ly; in the OBJECT of their love, in 
sickness and adversity it’s Jesus, and 
in health and prosperity it’s self and 
sin. The OBJECT of their love is 
FAULTY, FAULTY. 


This disease shows up in decision 
and exercise of will. They are never 
settled, they halt between two  opin- 
ions, they have two minds and yet 
they are sound in neither. They know 
not their own mind, therefore, they 
are FAULTY in making decisions, 
their will is. weak and wavery. 

A COMMON DISEASE 

The disease complained of and par- 
tially exposed is in the central foun- 
tain of their lives and it effects every 
part of their manhood. It binds the 
mind, poisons the thought, dims the 
eye, dulls the hearing, fires the 
tongue, degrades the appetite, pollutes 
the desires, muddies the delights, un- 
balances the judgment, sears the con- 
science, divides the affections, under- 
mines faith, lowers the aspirations, 
weakens determinations, makes a cow- 
ard out of man’s spirit, and curses the 
soul. Yes, it is fearfully common even 
among those who make a loud profes- 
sion, and if not cured, will end fatally 
and perhaps suddenly as heart disease 
is apt to do. 

ATTENTION AND WARNING 

To you who may have divided hearts, 
you can no more hide or keep under 
cover this deadly disease than you 
could cover the Gulf of Mexico with a 
bed blanket. It will show up in all 
sorts of ways for God gives us to un- 
derstand that He requires us to love 
Him with all our heart, and I am 
bold to say that He is not loved at all 
when not loved with all your heart. 
Christ is insulted when a rival is ad- 
mitted. No grace reigns in the heart 
unless it be fully won. The life limps, 
halts, fumbles, and falls when the 
heart is slit, and you will soon fall 
entirely to the wrong side. You con- 
demn yourself by offering God a part. 
Why any, if not all? Why start this 
way at all, if you do not go all the 
way? Your salvation will require your 
best effort and that you can not give 
when your heart is divided, for it is 
no trifling thing. The blessing that 
you seek and the end that Christian- 
ity holds out is worthy of all your 
soul and strength. Jesus gave His all 
for you, therefore it is inconsistent 
for you to be half-hearted, for faith in 
Him is an act of the whole heart 
(what a blessing!) and in this way 
alone will you find and please Him. 
A divided heart can not grasp saving 
faith, consequently it shuts out the 
Savior. (What a curse!) 

God will not, Christ can not, and the 
Holy Ghost dare not come into a di- 
vided heart, for God is big enough, 
great enough to occupy the entire 
house and you will have no room to 
spare, there will barely be enough 
room to entertain Him, and you will 
certainly have no time to indulge His 
enemies. Paul asks the question, “Is 
Christ divided?” then goes on to tell 
them that they are divided because 
they are carnal, revealing an alarm- 
ing condition of the heart (carnality). 
Are you divided over the experiences 
such as justification by faith, Rom. 
5:1; sanctification by the blood, Heb. 
13:12; the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
Acts 2:4; the Church of God, Acts 
20:28; 1 Tim. 3; tithes, offerings, di- 
vine healing, the soon, second coming 
of Jesus? If so, you are FAULTY. Je- 
sus Christ has a right to a clean, hon- 
est bride, one who has given Him all 
of her heart. If you offer Him less, 
your judgment is FAULTY, your com- 
mon sense will not bear close exami- 
nation. If you imagine that He is com- 
ing after a people whose heart is not 
perfect toward Him, your IMAGINA- 
TION is faulty. If you hope to go up 
when the true blue, Spirit filled go, 
without having your affections wean- 
ed from this world, your HOPE is 
built on sinking sand. If you are satis- 
fied to run around as a free lancer, 
preaching and rebelling against God’s 
government, your SATISFACTION is 
a child of carnality. With such God 
has never been pleased. If you are tak- 
ing chances on church or lodge mem-

tered among the nations (all nations). 
Note the words of the Lord given 
thru His prophet Moses—“Ye shall be 
left few in number.” V. 27. This has 
been literally fulfilled. When other 
nations have multiplied Israel has re- 
mained but few because of centuries 
of constant persecution. It is said that 
about two hundred years ago the num- 
ber of people was only about three mil- 
lion throughout the world. However, 
during the past hundred years the 
number has greatly increased and to- 
day the population of Jews is estimat- 
ed to be about fifteen or sixteen mil- 
lion throughout the world. It will be 
well for us to notice that Moses not 
only prophesied of the scattering of 
Israel among the nations but he tells 
us of their RESTORATION. The re- 
turn of the Lord to Israel is predicted 
to accomplish the yet unfilled proph- 
ecies of her 

(a) —NATIONAL REGATHERING 

Let us read the words of Deut. 4:29, 
30, 31, (R. V.), “But from _ thence 
(from the many nations where they 
have been scattered ye shall seek Je- 
hovah thy God, and thou shalt find 
him when thou searchest after him 
with all thy heart and with all thy 
soul. When thou art in tribulation 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even IN THE LATTER DAYS, 
if thou turn to the Lord thy God, and 
shalt be obedient unto his voice, he 
will NOT FORSAKE thee, neither de- 
stroy thee nor forget the covenant of 
thy fathers which he sware unto 
them.” 


The question may arise, When will 
Israel’s restoration be? Let us. note 
the words “when thou art in tribula- 
tion,” i. e. trouble. Israel has gone 
thru centuries of tribulation, in a 
sense, but there is yet to be a time 
of great tribulation, foretold for them 
to pass thru, which is called the time 
of Jacob’s trouble. See Jer. 20:3, 7, 11. 
The word trouble is the same as is 
translated tribulation in Deut. 4:30. 
Moses says their restoration will be 
in the latter days. It has been said by 
men of authority that since the World 
War more than 75,000 Jews have gone 
back to the land of their fathers. What 
does this mean? It is none other than 
the fulfilling of the Scriptures that 
speak of their regathering to their 
homeland. It is here that their re 
jected King will be revealed to them, 
for it is written, “And his feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives.” Zech. 14:4, Zech. 12 and Hosea 
2:14-16, speak of the return of the 
Lord and the 


(b)—CONVERSION OF THE 
NATION 

The Lord says thru the prophet, 
“They shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced.” When the Jews as a na- 
tion look upon the One they pierced 
it will produce a great mourning in 
Israel and every family will mourn 
apart. V. 10-14. They will go thru a 
season like Paul went thru when he 
saw Jesus of Nazareth, the pierced 
One, on the road to Damascus. The 
apostle refers to himself as one born 
out of due time, i. e. before the due 
time (Gr. to ektromati). Dr. Scofield 
says Paul thinks of himself here as 
an Israelite whose time to be born 
again had not come nationally (Matt. 
23:39) so that his conversion by the 
appearing of the Lord in glory (Acts 
9:3-6) was an illustration, or instance 
before the time of the future national 
CONVERSION of Israel. 


The prophet Ezekiel refers to Israel 
when passing under the red of God’s 
judgment and the time of their con- 
version. He says, “And I will cause 
you to pass under the rod (rod of 
judgment), and I will bring you into 
the bond of the covenant. And I will 
purge out from among you the rebels.” 
See Ezek. 20:37-38. He further speaks 
of them being cast into the melting 
pot. Ezek. 22:19-22. He also refers to 
them being gathered back unconvert- 
ed. Ezek. 36:24-27. The term “then” 
has reference to Christ’s second com- 
ing at which time He will give Israel 
a new heart. V. 26. Some seem to think 
this little word “then” has reference 
to Christ’s first advent, at which time 
He gave the mode of baptism, i. e. 
sprinkling. V. 25. Hence they try to 
sustain their doctrine by referring to 
this verse. But there seems to be a de- 
cided difference in its proper placing. 
It will be good for us to note Malachi’s 
prophecy which will help result in the 
conversion of Israel. See Mal. 3:1-3. 
Also note the words of the prophet 
Zechariah which point to the time of 
Israel’s refining. Zech. 13:9. 

Great days await the nation of Is- 
rael prior to their conversion. These 
days are associated by some of the 
prophets with the return of the Lord. 
Jesus Himself has predicted such. 
Matt. 24: 21-31. See also Zech. 14:1-11. 
We believe these awful judgments up-

on Israel will result in their conver- 
sion. While in misery and sufferings 
they will call upon the Lord. This 
seems to be in line with the prophecy 
of Moses. See Deut. 4:30, 31. We re- 
ferred to Zechariah heretofore (12:10.) 
He says God will pour upon the house 
of Dawid the spirit of grace and sup- 
plication and “they shall look upon 
ME whom they have pierced, and they 
shall MOURN for him.” He goes ahead 
and pictures the scene of Israel’s 
mourning and in chapter thirteen he 
says, In that day there shall be a foun- 
tain opened to (not into) the house 
of David and to the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem for sin (Israel’s sins) and 
for UNCLEANNESS. V. 1. This foun- 
tain is closed to Israel as a nation at 
present and is open to the Gentiles 
now, but will be open to the HOUSE 
OF DAVID when Christ comes the sec- 
ond time. This will be the time re 
ferred to as the DAY OF ATONE- 
MENT for Israel. Also Isaiah refers 
to it as the BIRTH OF THE NATION 
(Jewish nation). See Isa. 66:8. 

Paul speaks of Israel being grafted 
into their own olive tree AGAIN, and 
says it will be life from the dead. 
Rom. 11:15. The joy of Israel is yet 
in the future. They are to be 

(c)—ESTABLISHED (THE 
KINGDOM REIGN) 

In peace and power under the David- 
ic covenant. The Lord speaks to David 
thru the prophet Nathan saying, “And 
when thy days be fulfilled and thou 
shalt sleep with thy fathers, I will set 
up thy seed after thee, which shall 
proceed out of thy bowels and I will 
establish his kingdom.” He further 
says, “He shall build an house for my 
name and I will STABLISH THE 
THRONE OF HIS KINGDOM FOR 
EVER. I will be his father and he 
shall be my son. If he commit iniquity, 
I will chasten him with the rod of 
men and with the stripes of the chil- 
dren of men. But MY MERCY shall 
not depart away from him, as I took 
it from Saul, whom I put away before 
thee. And thine house and thy king- 
dom shall be established for ever.” 2 
Sam. 7:8-17. 

Dr. Scofield says the covenant up- 
on which the glorious kingdom of 
Christ of the seed of David according 
to the flesh is to be founded, secures 
(1) a Davidie house, i. e. posterity, 
family, (2) a throne, i. e. royal au- 
thority, (3) a kingdom, i. e. sphere of 
rule, (4) in perpetuity, i. e. forever, 
(5) And this fourfold covenant has 
but one condition—disobedience in the 
Davidic family is to be visited with 
chastisement, but not to the abroga- 
tion, (i. e. but not to do away) of the 
covenant. 2 Sam. 7:15; Psa. 89:20-37; 
Isa. 24:5; 54:3. The chastisement fell 
in the division of the kingdom under 
Rehoboam, and finally in the eaptiv- 
ities (2 Kings 25:1-7). Since that time 
but one King of the Davidiec family 
has been crowned at Jerusalem and He 
was CROWNED WITH THORNS. But 
the Davidic covenant confirmed to 
David by the oath of Jehovah and re- 
newed to Mary by the angel Gabriel 
is immutable (Psa. 89:30-37) and the 
Lord God will yet give to that THORN 
CROWNED ONE the throne (king- 
dom) of His Father David. The angel 
Gabriel told Mary the Son she was 
to bring forth would be GREAT. He 
further said that “the Lord God shall 
give unto him (Jesus) the throne 
(kingdom) of His father David; and 
he (Jesus) shall reign over the 
HOUSE OF JACOB FOR EVER; and 
of his (Christ) KINGDOM SHALL BE 
NO END. See Luke 1:32-33. 

Peter believed that Christ had been 
raised by God’s great arm from the 
sepulchre and would RETURN at the 
close of this age and sit on His 
(Davidic) throne. It is no wonder 
that He does not fail to tell Israel that 
“God hath made that same Jesus 
whom ye have crucified both Lord and 
Christ.” Acts 2:25-36. It also is clear- 
ly shown that David foretold the King- 
dom of Christ and understood it to be 
at a later day, after His (Christ’s) 
resurrection. He further understood 
that Christ was to be the fruit of his 
loins (the human side) according to 
the flesh. V. 25, 30. 

There is another striking prophecy 
which speaks of the final regathering 
of Israel (Amos 9:11, 12), which some 
of the other prophets invariably con- 
nect with the fulfillment of the David- 
ic covenant, e. g. Isa. 11:1, 10-12; Jer. 
23:5-8. This prophecy was referred to 
by James while in the great council 
at Jerusalem. Acts 15:13-17. The 
Prophet Amos does not only speak of 


the return of Christ but speaks of the |‘ 


rebuilding, i. e. reestablishing of the 
Davidic rule over Israel at which time 
we will reign with Christ a thousand 
years. We will now consider the third 
relation of Christ’s second coming as 
(3)—TO THE NATIONS 

Daniel speaks of the stone which 
was cut out without hands which 
smote the image upon his feet of iron 
and clay and brake them to pieces. 
This smiting stone is none other than 
the stone kingdom of Christ, which 
will destroy the Gentile world power. 
Such a destruction did not take place 
at the first advent of Christ’s coming, 
hence we believe it is to occur at the 
second stage of His coming. This is in 
keeping with the Scriptures. We will 
further say, This stone will become a 
great mountain (a mountain is one of 
the Biblical symbols of a kingdom, Isa. 
a and fill the whole earth. Dan. 

In the vision given to John on the 
island recorded in the book of Revela- 
tion, John says he saw heaven open-

There are three 
classes to be present on this occasion, 
namely: goats (goat nations), sheep 
(sheep nations) and my brethren.This 
judgment will be for the purpose of 
testing the treatment given to the Jew- 
ish remnant. This remnant will have 
accepted the preaching of the two wit- 
nesses sent back to preach the gospel 
of the kingdom during the last three 
and one half years of the great tribu- 
lation. Matt. 24:14; Rev. 11:3-12. They 
will in turn help preach the same gos- 
pel. This will be followed by a world 
wide Gentile conversion (see Zech. 
8:20-23; Isa. 60:3, ete.), and partici- 
pation in the blessing of the kingdom. 
Isa. 2:2-4; Zech. 14:16-21, 

It will be better for us to return to 
our thought, the return of Christ and 
its relation to the nations. Matt. 25:31- 
46. The Scripture here referred to 
shows us that the nations that were 
good to “my brethren” will have the 
privilege of entering into the kingdom 
age, V. 34, and as to what will become 
of these nations we will not take time 
to explain, but will ask you to see the 
following Scriptures: Zech. 14:16-19; 
Rev. 20:7-9. See also Rev. 21:24,

and its relation to the Church, Israel, 
and the nations, we hope that it will 
help the unsaved to prepare for this 
great event and the saved to take 
courage and press on to the mark of 
the high calling in Christ Jesus for 
we are told the last message the Lord 
gave to John the revelator was, “Sure- 
ly I come quickly,” and John replied, 
“Amen, even so come, Lord Jesus.”
